Dr. Shanley referred in laudatory terms to 
the eonduct of Guard J. Collins, Fireman 
Ganly, and another man, unknown, who 
entered the water and recovered the body.

An order was granted for the release from

Reilly), for Eugene McDonough, Doney- 
varney, Drogheda, the plaintiff in the suit, 
said that his client had no objection to the 
release of James McDonough, provided that 
everything was done to enable the sale to be 
completed. He thought that James should 
undertake to pay ten months’ rent and certain 
rates due on the premises, in view of the 
fact that possession had not been handed 
over. 

Mr. Campbell undertook that arrears. of 
rent and rates due to the ólst inst. would be 
paid, subject to any claims or allowances 
which might be allowed by the Court, He 
said that his client had undertaken to pay 
costs occasioned by the committal and any 
damages incurred by the purchaser by reason 
of failure to give up possession. Possession 
of the premisés would be given and docu- 
ments of title handed over.

Casey (instructed by Mr. T. A, O'Reilly) 
appeared for the defence. 

Evidence was given of the methods ol 
distribution’ of Aspro from the packing firm, 
through Messrs. Victor Hanna, to Messrs. 
May Roherts, who are wholesale agents. 

Thomas Ruddock, secretary; Messrs. May 
Roberts, said that the accused man had 
been employed by the firm for three years. 
He had started at 20s. and risen to 54s. a 
week. He gave evidence of the duties of 
Ridgeway. 

Alexander Davidson, assistant managing 
director of May Roberts, was questioned ly 
Mr. Casey regarding an objection made by 
the staff to Ridgeway’s promotion to packer 
at 58s. 6d. a week. Witness said that Ridge- 
way had been married at 20 years of age 
and had three children, and for that reason 
he would have given him the position, but 
the shop steward objected. 

Edward Brady, who had pleaded guilty 
to the larceny of Aspro tablets, and who 
had been employed in May Roberts, in the 
witness-hox stated that he had seen Ridge 
way tuke three dozen packets of Aspro tab 
lets. 

‘'o Mr. Casey—When he was arrested De 
tective Sergeant Lynch suggested that he 
should make a clean breast of it. He took 
it for granted that if he told the truth it 
would be the best way out. A man named 
Doyle alse had admitted his guilt, and 
when his statement and that ot 
witness were read to Ridgeway he denied 
having taken any. Witness was stock- 
keeper of the Aspro, but when he saw Ridge- 
way take the three dozen Aspro packets he 
never said anything about it.

The Aspro which he took, said witness to 
the judge. was sold to a shop. He got 
nothing. He believed that Doyle got £5. 

Bernard Cashin, who had pleaded guilty to 
the larceny of Aspro from May Roberts. 
said that all he got out of it was about £7. 

The first time he ever stole anything was 
when Ridgeway asked him to take out Aspro 
for him. Ridgeway said he was selling them. 
Witness took four three-dozen packets to 
Ridgeway's house. That was in September. 
He took out Aspros four times a week for a 
month. Ridgeway gave him about £” 
altogether. 


INTRODUCED TO BUYER 


Witness told Judge Shannon that at a foot: 
ball match Ridgeway introduced him to a 
man who, he said, was buying the Aspros. 

Detective-Sergeant M. Lynch said that 
when Ridgeway was shown the statements 
made to the police by Doyle and Brady he 
said that he knew nothing about it. 

Captain A. J. Quirke gave evidence re- 
garding the handwriting in certain documents 
in the case. 

The accused man, in the witness box, 
said that he was 24 years of age. 
When the workers in May Roberts 
formed a section of the Irish. Transport and 
General Workers’ Union, Doyle was chair- 
man of the section, and Brady was a member 
of the committee. He gave evidence of 
having been called before the committee be- 
cause it had been alleged that he was inform- 
ing the firm of what the union was doing. 
He never took any Aspro out of May Roberts, 
and he never asked any other member of the 
staff to do so. There was no truth in the 
evidence to the contrary which had been 
given.

NEED FOR EARLY 
DIAGNOSIS 


The need for more knowledge on the part 
of the general practitioner regarding modern 
methods of treatment of cancer was urged by 
Dr. Elizabeth Hurdon, director of the Marie 
Curie Hospital, London, when she spoke re- 
cently in Edinburgh at the annual congress 
of ‘the Medical Women’s International As- 
sociation.

Dr. Hurdon, was probably as adequate as 
was possible in the general medical course, 
but it was incumbent on all doctors to keep 
acquainted with the principles of modern

no other serious and fatal disease, has so 
much been discovered in recent years. 
“New methods of diagnosis and further 
advances in ‘treatment are being developed, 
and in every part of the world new institutes 
and special research’ departments have been 
created.. In most Universities workers are 
investigating some aspect of the cancer pro- 
blem, with the result that many problems are

BELFAST CORPORATION 
JOURNAL'S ADVICE

Valuable hints for bathers, by ‘‘ Medico,” 
are contained in “ Better Health,” the ex- 
cellent journal issued under the auspices of 
the Public Health Committee of the Belfast 
Corporation 

Commencing by warning his readers never 
to run a risk against which they have been 
warned, the writer continues:—Unless you 
are a good swimmer, never go out of your 
depth, nor bathe anywhere without the assur- 
ance that the place is safe. If you are a 
good swimmer never bathe in any place which 
is marked as dangerous. Practically all our 
coast has Leen survyed and all places of real 
danger known and placarded; so a good 
swimmer is safe if he keeps away from places 
against which he is warned. The non-swimmer 
or the poor swimmer should only bathe in 
parts placarded as safe, for to him all parts 
are dangerous where accidental drowning is 
possible. 

You all know that you should not bathe 
after a full meal; but, unless you are used 
to sea bathing, you should not bathe with 
an empty stomach. One to two hours after 
a light meal is the best time to bathe. Leave 
the water as soon as you feel shivery, er 
chattery, after the first shock of the cold 
water has passed off. The time you can 
safely remain in the sea depends upon your 
experience, your condition, the temperature 
of the water, the strength of the waves, the 
time of the day, and many other factors. 
As soon as you feel shivery, or your teeth 
begin to chatter, you are in danger of cramp, 
which is always unpleasant and, unless you 
are in shallow water, dangerous. 


CARE OF THE EARS 


When you leave the water either dry your- 
self vigorously with a rough towel or indulge 
in some strenuous exercise and let the water 
dry on your’skin.»* The latter is ‘preferable, 
unless there is a very cold wind or your skin 
is sensitive to salt. After. you have got your 
skin warm, take a warm drink—hot tea ce 
coffee, or milk, or syrup. Hot chocolate 
made with milk tastes very good when you 
have got your skin acting after a sea bathe 
Don’t take a ‘hot drink whilst your skin ia 
goose-fleshy, but run about first and restoro 
| the skin circulation, otherwise you may upset 
your stomach badly. 

If you have ear discharge. have had ear 
discharge, or have a perforation of the ear 
drum, place a pellet of animal wool in the 
ear-hole before going into the water. Cotton- 
wool will not serve, but darning woo] does 
very well Put the plug in loosely and re- 
move it as soon as you leave the water. II 
the ear drums are intact, the ear passage 1s 
blind and water will not enter it unless you 
dive from a height. ) 

If the drum is perforated, there is a free 
passage from the ear-hole through the middie 
ear to the throat. Cold water passing the 
middle ear will cause giddiness and noises 
in the head, and may cause unconsciousness 
or a fit. Lives are lost every year from this. 
We repeat: if the ear drums are intact no 
water can enter the ear; if the ear drums 
are not intact water will enter unless some- 
thing is done to keep it out 


PEOPLE WHO BENEFIT 


There are very few states of ill-health in 
which sea bathing is prohibited. Old persons 
with high blood pressure and bad arteries 
should avoid the shock of the sea when it is 
cold, and persons liable to fits are obviously 
unfit to be in water. 

But most states of ill-health are improved 
by judicious sea bathing. Especially is this 
so with chronic lung conditions and in asthma. 
Asthmatics are queer people and are generally 
made worse by those agents which make them 
better. 

The best treatment for asthmatics generally 
is to re-educate the chest muscles, and as 
nothing does this better than learning to 
swim, swimming is serviceable to asthmatics, 
though the plunge may bring on an asthmatic 
attack.

PARALYSIS AND RATS

The poultry-keeper to-day has not his 
troubles to seek, and many breeders, both 
large and small, are feeling the pinch and 
wondering whether it is worth their while to 
carry on business. ‘There is no evidence that 
the peak has been reached in the cost of feed- 
ing stuffs, but, more particularly, the menace 
of disease is ever present. 

The ravages of such a disease as fowl 
paralysis have already cost the industry many 
thousands of pounds, and a solution to the 
mystery is not in sight. No Government 
palliatives, however well-intentioned, will he 
effective until research has provided a remedy 
to the scourge which has overtaken many of 
the finest flocks in the country. 

In present circumstances, every poultry- 
keeper requires to concentrate upon the elimi- 
nation of waste. In this connection, one of 
his first duties should be to get rid of rats. 
Brown rats do considerable damage to poul- 
try interests. They carry off eggs, kill young 
chickens and ducklings, consume foodstuffs 
intended for the fowls, and ao damage to pro- 
perty. It is an entirely wrong attitude to 
assume that on the poultry farm rats are « 
necessary evil. 

The first remedy is to protect hoppers. 
Often these are left open in the field all night, 
and thus attract rats from far and near. 
Hoppers should always be closed at night, 
and if they are made of metal so much the 
better. The poultry-house itself should be 
raised off the ground, leaving enough space to 
allow free access to a cat or a terrier, which 
should be encouraged to “hunt or go 
hungry.” Once rats are allowed to burrow 
under a house built level with the ground, 
dislodgment is extremely difficult, and the 
young stock will always be in danger. 

Measures of extermination on the poultry 
farm are rather difficult because of possible 
danger to stock. Any burrows discovered 
away from the. poultry houses. say, in the 
banks of a near-by stream or the roots of a 
tree, should be gassed. The virtues of cer- 
tain fumigants are now recognised, ‘but the 
exhaust from a motor car or a‘'tractor, in- 


‘jected into the burrows, provided they are 


accessible, is. quite effective. 

Poison is not generally recommended, but 
if the infestation is serious it is worth. while 
giving it a trial. If the fowls can be locked 
up for a day or removed elsewhere, it is ad- 
visable to do so, and all unused baits should be 
carefully collected the morning after they 
have been laid down. One of the safest 
poisons to use is liquid extract of red squill. 
The wisest and most practical advice is to 
harry the vermin and to “ neglect no means.’ 


THE WEIGHING OF WOOL

(BEFCRE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 


Messrs. Woodman, Matheson and Co., Ltd., 
Dublin and Waterford, hide and skin brokers, 
sued the Waterford Corporation for £500 
damages for alleged negligence and breach of 
statutory duty in the weighing of wool on a 
public weighbridge in Waterford between 
4th July and 10th October, 1935, and in the 
issuing of weigh dockets in respect of wool. 

They alleged that the defendants employed 
a man named John Hurley,. who conspired 
with a man named Benjamin Woolfson to 
issue false dockets regarding the amount of 
wool which he weighed on the scales for 
Woolfson; that Woolfson sold it to them, 
and that they paid him for the amount of 
wool on the docket, which was in excess of 
the actual amount weighed. ‘They alleged 
that in some cases a certificate had been 
issued for wool which had not been weighed 
at all; and that the defendants were negli- 
gent in the issuing of the weigh dockets and 
in the employment of Hurley, who, to their 
knowledge, was unreliable. 

The defendants denied the several acts of 
negligence alleged against them and pleaded 


' contributory negligence, They further pleaded 


that, if Hurley was in their employment, the 
acts complained of were not done by him in 
the course of his employment, and that they 
were not authorised by them. : 

Mr. Charles 8. Campbell, K.C., Mr. M. 
J. Connolly, K.C., and Mr. J. J. Mooney 
(instructed by Mr. Charles £. Quinlan) ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs; and Mr. Albert E.

WAGON

HE Great Southern Railway: Company 

a was summoned by the National Society 

for Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 

for carrying cattle in such a manner as to 

cause them unnecessary suffering on March 
31 and April 7, 14 and 20 last. 

Mr. E. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the Society, and Mr. Joseph Healy, barrister- 
at-law (instructed by Messrs. W. G. Bradley 
and Sons) appeared for the G.8.R. 

Michael Brophy, Inspector, N.S.P.C.A., 
said that he saw 24 old cows, the majority 
of which were in an emaciated condition, in 
wagons at Kingsbridge on March 31. Three 
were dead and sixteen had to be destroyed. 
One of the dead cows was lying nangled on 
the floor of the wagon. 

Patrick Byrne, butcher, employed by 
Messrs. O’Keefe and Co., Mill street, Dublin, 
to whom the cattle had been consigned, said 
that he shot sixteen cattle at Kingsbridge on 
the morning of March 31, because they were 
not able to walk to Mill street. There were 
three wagons, in each of which there were 
eight cows. ‘Three cattle were lying’ down in 
a weak. condition in one of the wagons and 
five in another. In his opinion the animals 
were unfit to travel a long distance. The 
cattle were being sent to his firm to be de- 
stroyed, 

Chris. Masterson, carter, Messrs. O'Keefe, 
said that he went to the station to take any 
cattle that were able to walk to the yard. 
One of the animals, which was lying down, 
had been badly trampled upon. 

Frederick Heney, honorary veterinary 
surgeon, N.S.P.C.A., said that when he 
examined the cattle at the station eight were 
dead and he ordered the destruction of ten 
others. The cattle generally were in such an 
emaciated condition that .a long journey 
would have left them liable to injury and 
death. The hair of one old cow lying on 
the floor of the wagon had been torn off by 
the hooves of the other cattle, end there 
was no hair on two of the old cows. 


“PHYSICAL WRECKS” 


Commenting that ‘‘the whole lot were 
physics wrecks,’’ Mr. Heney saia that he 
lad never seen such an object in his life as 
the old cow the hair of which had been torn 
off. The cattle, he submitted, were not fit to 
travel when loaded, and in his opinion they 
would have had an easier journey had there 
been spring buffers on the wagons. - 

Mr. Burne—ls the G.8.R, the only railway 
company in the country not to have spring 
buffers ’—There are only two companies—the 
Great Southern and the Great Northern. I 
understand that the Great Northern have 
spring buffers on their wagons. 

Mr. Healy, for the company, said that the 
Act was intended to stop deliberate cruelty 
by persons to animals. The charge against 
the company was that it had caused the cattle 
unnecessary suffering, and he submitted that 
there was no evidence that the company had 
in fact caused unnecessary suffering to the 
animals. The company had been handed 
over the cattle by the Department of Agri- 
culture, 

Mr, McCarthy, D.J., said that he was 
satisfied that the animals had been carried 
in such a manner as to cause them unneces- 
sary suffering. He imposed a fine of £10, 
with £2 2s. expenses and £1 ls. veterinary 
surgeon's fees, in respect of the March 3l 
summons, 

Giving evidence in support of the other 
summonses, Inspector Brophy, N.S.P.C.A., 


said that the cattle on the April 7 consign- 


ment had come from Mitchelstown to Kings- 
bridge. In one wagon three of the cows 
were unable to rise; in another four were 
very Weak. All had to be destroyed. In one 
wagon of a train from Boher, County Lime- 
rick, which arrived on April 14, one old cow 
was dead and trampled upon, and two others, 
lying on the floor, were unable to rise and 
were ‘‘almost dead.” In another wagon two 
were down and were unable to rise. Mr. 
Heney destroyed two with the humane killer. 
Of these one was very mangled, and the hair 
was torn from its body, On April 20 two 
old cows were unable to rise in one wagon, 
and three had to be shot in another. 


*“ SCAPEGOAT ” 


Mr. Healy, for the company, said that the 
company was in the very unpleasant position 
of being dragged into court for being engaged 
in carrying out the legal policy of the State 
in bringing consignments of animals to Dublin 
and to Roscrea (for the meat factory). The 
Society, he declared, were afraid to “ take 
on’’ the Minister, but was making a scape- 
goat out of the company. The cattle, he sub- 
mitted, had been treated in the normal way 
in which cattle were treated over the 
system The company had been given the 
cattle to carry by the Department, an in- 
spector from the Department had supervised 
the loading and the company had carried 
out the Department’s order. 

Evidence for the defence was given. 

John Maher, stationmaster, Mitchelstown, 
said that he was present at the loading of 
cattle on April 6. Mr. Healy and Mr. Smith, 
inspectors from the Department of Agricul- 
ture, handed over the cattle to him. Ont of 
this consignment 41 were for the Roscrea 
Meat Factory and 24 for Messrs. O'Keefe, 
Dublin, All were the property of the De- 
partment of Agriculture. When he drew the 
attention of on: of the inspectors to the con- 
dition of the cattle the official said that he 
was acting on the Minister’s instructions and 
the cattle were to be accepted. 

William Healy, Department of Agriculture, 
said that he attended with Mr: Smith, another 
inspector, at Mitchelstown Station on behalf 
of the Department to accept cattle from 
farmers for consignment by train. The cattle 
accepted for Messrs. O’Keefe, Dublin, were 
fit for loading. 

To Mr. Burne—My instructions were to 
load twenty-four cattle for Mr, O’Keefe, not 
to be accepted unless in a fit condition, and 
not to be overcrowded. . 

John Brady, guard foreman, Kingsbridge, 
who drove some of the cattle into pens, said 
that he did not think they were fit to travel. 

Thomas Walsh, railway guard, said that he 
travelled on the same train as the cattle from 
Mitchelstown to Limerick, and during the 
journey the cattle seemed to be comfortable. 

Another railway guard, Peter Garry, said 
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that he took charge of the train from Limerick 
to Dublin, He inspected the cattle during the 
journey. One in each of two wagons and 
two in a third wagon were lying down, but 
they’ were all comfortable and were not being 
interfered with by the other cattle. 

Mr. Healy submitted that the company had 
handled the cattle in a perfectly normal 
manner. : 

Mr. Burne, pressing for a heavy penalty, 
alleged that it was a ‘‘scandalous case of 
cruelty.” 

Mr. McCarthy imposed fines of £10, with 
£2 2s. costs and £1 la. fees in each of these 
three summonses also, making a total fine of 
£40 and expenses and fees in respect of the 
four summonses.

ESTATE 


APPLICATION IN THE 
NORTHERN COURTS

Mr. Justice Megaw, in the Chancery Court, 
Belfast, yesterday, heard an application made 
by Mr. J. H. Robb, K.C., M.P., for an 
extension of time regarding regisvration of 
particulars of a deed of charge in the matter 
of the Shaftesbury Estates Company, under 
the Companies Act (N.1.), 1982. 

The company, said Mr. Robb, had been 

formed in May, 1932, to acquire the Shaftes- 
bury Estates. On June 24, 1935, the English 
estates were conveyed to the company, sub 
ject to certain charges mentioned in the deed. 
Nu question arose in regard to them, but it 
had recently been discovered that on June 
10, 1926, Lord Shaftesbury had charged on 
his estates there a sum of £150 a year in 
favour of the ecclesiastical Commissioners 
of England under the New Parishes Act. 
Under that Act, when a new parish was 
veing formed, somebody had to provide a 
stipend of £150. That was omitted from 
the conveyance, and the omission arose in 
this way. The £150 was not paid through 
the agent, but the National Council of Social 
Service. 
' His Lordship said that no one but Lord 
Shaftes>ury could have known anything 
about “se charge of £150. It was a case, 
however, in which he was not at all sure 
that a penalty should not be inflicted. People 
were taught a lesson when a penalty was in- 
flicted. 

Mr. Robb, K.C., M.P., said that the 
penalty should not fall on one who did not 
know about the omission. 

His Lordship said that it would fall, if 
exacted, on Lord Shaftesbury.

SHIPBUILDING 
OUTPUT 
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BUSY BRITISH AND IRISH 
YARDS 
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The shipbuilding returns of Lloyd's 
Register oí Shipping íor the second guarter 
of the present year show that the total 
tonnage of the merchant vessels, of 100 tona 
gross and upwards, under construction wm 
Great Britain and Ireland on June ó0— 
namely, 1,199,973 tons—is greater by 185.519 
tons than the total of the vessels building 
on March 31, and exceeds by 351,241 tons, 
or upwards of 40 per cent., the figure for 
Juve 30, 1936. 

The present total, which is made up of 
171 steamers aggregating 711,109 tons, 100 
motorships comprising 485,914 tons, and 14 
sailing ships and barges making together 
2,950 tons, is, in fact, the highest quarteriy 
total recorded since June, 1930, and exceeds 
considerably the aggregate tonnage under con- 
struction in the four leading shipbuilding 
countries abroad. Furthermore, during the 
last three months, Lngineering states, con- 
struction was commenced upon 367,698 tons 
of shipping in British shipyards and 252,608 
tons were launched, showing increases, over 
the corresponding totals for the March 
quarter, of 114,205 tons in the shipping com- 
menced and of 76,922 tons in that launched. 


FIGURES ABROAD 


The total tonnage of the merchant ships 
construction abroad on June was 
1.682,887, which figure is about 245,000 tons 
in excess of the total for March 31. During 
the June quarter, 596,645 tons of shipping 
were commenced overseas and 467,698 tons 
were launched, showing, as compared with 
the previous three months, increases of 
115,792 tons in the shipping commenced and 
of 164,734 tons in that launched. Of the four 
leading shipbuilding countries overseas, Ger- 
many and Japan retain first and second places, 
with 416,881 tons and 318.277 
tons of shipping under construction. The 
United States moves up to third place with 
198.654 tons, and Holland drops to fourth 
with 188,464 tons.

TRANSPORT BY AIR

OW nearing completion in a factory near 
Southampton are the first units of a 
new fleet of monoplane air-liners which, 

in their size, speed, and load-carrying 
capacity, epitomise all that has been achieved 
in British aviaticn since the day when, 
twenty years ago, the British Government 
established a committee to work out official 
plans for passenger and mail-carrying by air. 

That committes was known as the Civil 
Aerial Transport Committee, and when it be- 
gan its labours, in 1917, the Great War was 
still in progress. Even during those war 
years, however, and more particularly towards 
their close, the aeroplane was beginning to 
demonstrate its capabilities as a purely trans- 
port vehicle. It had been found necessary 
to establish at Hendon Aerodrome, London, a 
special Air Ministry Communication Squad- 
ron, the pilots of which were reserved for the 
task of flying to and from Paris, carrying 
famous soldiers and statesmen on urgent 
flights between London and the French capi- 
tal. The transport work of that squadron 
was followed by the establishment at Hawk- 
inge, near Folkestone, of a squadron of twin- 
engined aircraft, which were employed for 
some months by the Air Ministry and Post 
Office in flying to Cologne with mails for the 
Army of Occupation on the Rhine. 


PASSENGER 'PLANES 


The Civil Aerial Transport Committee’s re- 
port recommended a vigorous post-war policy 
in the carriage of passengers and mails by 
air. To give effect to these recommendations, 
the Air Ministry established a special Civil 
Aviation Department. That was early in 
1919, and in May of the same year official 
permission was given for flying to begin on a 
specifically commercial scale. 

This led to the orgamsation of a daily air 
service between London and Paris, and to the 
appearance of the first British commercial 
passenger ’planes. Tiny machines these were 
~—according to our viewpoint to-day—carrying 
only two passengers, in addition to their pilot, 
and being driven by 360 h.p. engines at about 
80 miles an hour. Apart from the operatioa 
of ‘services with land ’planes, attention was 
ulso directed to the possibility of marine air 
routes; and this led to the establishment of a 
flying-boat service between Southampton and 
the Channel Islands, a single-engined mariana 
aircraft heing employed to carry six pas- 
sengers and a pilot, 

From such modest beginnings the giant 
air-liners of the present day have been 
evolved. 

Following the first small aircraft used on 
the Paris route, which had been converted 
from war purposes to those of peace, 
larger machines were designed and built, 
providing considerably greater comfort for 
passengers. Soon British aircraft carrying 


from eight to twelve passengers were em- { 


ployed on the Continental routes, some of 
them being powered by twin-engines. Bat 
the first real phase of luxury up in the air 
did not come until, after the formation of 
Imperial Airwavs in 1924, passenger "planes 
were constructed with three separate engines, 
These accommodated 19 passengers and a 
unifarmed steward who served light refresh- 
ments while in the air. <A fleet of there 
d-engined air-liners, which were known as 
the ‘* Argosies,’’ were put into service on the 
Paris route, = 


, MORE POWERFUL CRAFT 


Admirable service was given by this fleet 
of “ Argosy” land ‘planes; and, at the same 
time, in the development of Empire air 
routes, a greatly-improved type of marine air- 
craft had heen evolved for use to and fre 
across the Mediterranean, This was the 
famous ‘“Calcutta’’ class of 3-engined 
flying-boat, which provided accommodation 
for 15 passengers. 

Not line after this, the rapid increase in 
traffic on British air-lines; both Kuropean 
end Empire, caused designs to be put in hand 
for still larger and more powerful land. 
‘planes and flying boats This led to the pro- 
duction of powerful 4-engined aircraft of 
hoth land ‘plane and marine types. The 
former took the shape of 2,000 h.p. biplanes 
of the “Hannibal’’ class; the latter, as 
equipped for use on Continental air ruutes, 
providing armchair accommodation for 
passengers in saloons as large and luxnri- 
ously-equipped as those of railway Pullman 
ears. The buffet equipment in these air- 
liners was such that full-course meals could 
be served in flight, which were in every 
way the equal of those provided in firat- 
class restaurants or hotels, In the 
“Hannibal ’’ class machines, as equipped for 
use on the Empire air-lines, there was ac- 
commodation for 24 passengers, the saloons 
being arranged to provide more space pet 
person when operating in tropical or semi- 
tropical conditions.

DONEGAL RECEIVES THE 
LARGEST GRANT 


An official statement issued yesterday shows 
that under the scheme promulgated some 
time ago for the payment of gratuities to the 

arents of children attending schools in the 
= pals Soa areas for the school period just 
ended a sum of £22,036 will be paid out. 

Of this sum £7,936 will go to the County 
Donegal alone, which has the largest number 
of households in which Irish is the language 
of common use. In this county there are 
5,968 ¢hildren in the [Irish-speaking areas 
attending school, and these come from 1,963 
households in: which Irish is the spoken 
language. 

Galway is the next largest Irish-speaking 
county and Meath is the smallest. Only 
eight counties are eligible to receive these 
grants.

NIGHT AND DAY FLYING 


To carry the augmented miail-loads forth- 
coming under this new scheme Imperial 
Airways placed orders for still larger flying- 
boats and land ’planes. The fiving-boats took 
the shape of 28 machines of what is known 
as the ‘“‘Empire,”’ or ‘‘C” class, half of 
which have already been delivered. These 
latest “ ships of the air ” have four motors 
developing a total of approximately 3,000 h.p. 
In contrast to the speed of 93 miles an hour, 
attained by Britain’s first commercial flying- 
boat, these new machines are capable of 200 
miles an hour. Weighing, approximately, 18 
tons, they are the first British commercial 
aircraft to be fitted with comfortable sleep- 
ing-berths for regular night air travel. As 
soon as the necessary ground organisation 
can be provided, aircraft operating on jnain 
Empire routes will fly by night as well as 
day. Amplified ground equipment for this 
urpose is being installed, and, as night- 
Sine comes into operation and schedules 
are speeded up gradually, India will be 
brought withia 24 days of England. Flights 
to Singapore and Cape Town will be accom- 
nlished in, approximately, four days; while 
flights from England through to Australia 
will be effected in about a week. In addition 
to carrying a crew comprising — 
first officer, wireless operator, flight clerk and 
steward, the new “ Empire ”’ flying-boats have 
day accommodation for 24 passengers, and 
sleeping-berths for 16 passengers; while they 
can also carry nearly three tons of mails. 

In addition to the new flying-boat ficet, 
Imperial Airways also placed orders for a 
mumber of monoplane air-liners of a land 
‘plane type. Fourteen of these great new 
aircraft are now under construction. Each 
will weigh, when fully-loaded, just over 20 
tons. Their four-engined power-plant will 
give each machine a total of 3,200 h.p., and 
they will attain a speed of 200 miles an 
hour. Some will be equipped for European

the catchment area, which was not less than 
410,000 acres. In respect of the damage 
which they alleged had been done, the Grand 
Canal Company claimed the modest sum of 
£57,916 12s. 10d. So.far as he could judge, 
they put their claim against the Commis- 
sioners on two main lines. The first was 
that the Commissioners had created floods, 
that the floods rose more quickly and fell 
more quickly, and that they were deener and 
more injurious in many ways than the pre- 
drainage floods In other words, the Com- 
missioners gave them too much water at the 
wrong time and in the wrong way. On the 
other hand, the Canal Company alleged that 
the Commissioners had so dperated that in 
low water times their difficulties had been 
increased, and that they suffered from too 
much water at one time and too little at 


ithe other. The Commissioners would submit 


that the whole claim, in so far as it was 
sustainable at all in law—and some of it was 
uot svstainable—was grossly exaggerated, 
and that a small proportion of the claim 
would represent the utmost damage that the 
drainage works could have done to the navi- 
gation, 1f it had been damaged at all. In 
the second place, the Commissioners said 
that very little of the damage complained of 
was caused by the drainage works; it would 
have been there in any event, 

The Arbitrator, said counsel, would be 
struck by the extraordinary conflict of evi- 
dence between experts. Diagrams would be 
submitted cn behalf of the Commissioners 
which would show that the duration of the 
lower floods actually had been reduced. It 
was only in the case of the very big floods, 
of which there might be one or two in the 
year or one or two in several years, that 
there had been any increase in duration. He 
thought it would be proved to the Arbitrator’s 
satisfaction that the amount of working time 
which the Canal Company lost in the year. 
if they lost anything, by that one item of 
extended duration of floods would not amount 
to more than a few days 

The Commissioners had drained about 
45,000 acres, of which about half was com- 
pletely flooded to a considerable depth in 
flaoded periods, and, if they drained all that, 
they would leave the land below the surface 
in a very dry, porous condition, in which 
it would be able to mop up and store a very 
considerable quantity of water. 


THE ONUS OF PROOF 


Mr. Black argued that the onus of proof 
was upon the claimants. It was not for the 
Commissioners to prove a negative. Counsel 
argued the legal position, and quoted many 
authorities in support of his proposition that 
no claim for compensation arose under the 
Barrow Drainage Act or the Land Clauses 
Act of 1845 against the Board of Works for 
doing this work under the statutory powers, 
and compensation could not be awarded 
save for such injury as would have been 
actionable before the drainage works were 
carried out. Could the owners of these lands, 
he asked, have had the action brought against 
them if they had carried out the drainage 
themselves? Of course, they could not. The 
owner of land containing underground water, 
which percolated by undefined channels and 
flowed to the; land of a neighbour had a 
right to divert or appropriate that percolated 
water within his own land $o as to deprive 
his neighbour of it. sin 

Counsel went on to say that this pro- 
position had been decided in cases which he 
cited. If the owners of these flooded lands, 
before there was any Barrow drainage work, 
had said to themselves: “If we can drain 
this water, which is so useful to the Grand 
Canal Company, and divert it in some way 
so that the Grand Canal Company canno* 
get it, they will come along and buy up our 
ands and give us a fancy price for them.’ 
This diversion could have been carried out 
legally if it was feasible from an engineering 
point of view and profitable as a commercial 
proposition. 

Summarising his legal argument, counsel 
said that all of the company’s claim which 
was based on their being deprived of the 
percolation of water must be disallowed, 
and this would cover at least £30,000 of the 
claim, 

Mr. T. L. Hogan, assistant engineer to the 
Offices of Public Works, had begun his 
evidence when the arbitration adjourned unti! 
to-day.

the King’s Bench, Belfast, to-day in the 
habeas corpua case in which the custody 
of a boy was involved, The applicant, Mrs. 
Mary Evelyn Bisham Lyons, an American, 
sought the custody of her son, Edmund Erle 
Lyons, who, she alleged, had been kidnapped 
in New York by her husband, Edmund 
Arthur Lyons, and brought to the home of 
the boy’s paternal grandmother, Mrs. Lonisa 
Lyons, at Eglantine place, Belfast. The 
grandmother was joined in the proceedings, 
Lord Justice Best made the Order return- 
able on June 25th, and on that date the 
husband asked for an extension of time to 
show cause. This was granted until June 
Mth, the mother being given custody of the 
boy in the meantime on her undertaking to 
produce him on Wednesday, June 2th. 


MOTHER SENT TO JAIL 


The mother failed to produce the child, 
and it was found that she had carried him 
off to Liverpool by air. She was attached 
for contempt, and committed to Armagh 
Prison, where she remained until this morn- 
ing when she was brought in charge of a 
wardress by car to Belfast. She came into 
court in the custody of a wardress just before 
Lord Justice Best sat. 

The Court held that the child should be 
given into the custody of its father, grand- 
mother and aunt, Miss Alice Lyons, they 
undertaking to keep him in the jurisdiction 
until a possible appeal was disposed of. 


U.S. DIVORCE NOT LEGAL 


Lord Justice Best held that the divorce of 
the parties in America did not obtain in this 
country, and that they were still man and 
wife. No authority had been cited to show 
that the child was other than a British 
subject, and, in the absence of such authority, 
he must. and did, hold that such was his 
status. The welfare of the child was what 
must be looked to. It was the paramount 
consideration, and he was satisfied, from 
reading the numerous affidavits sworn and 
filed in the matter, that its welfare would be 
best provided for by allowing it to remain, 
with the consent of its father, in the custody 
of its paternal grandmother and her daughter, 
Miss Alice Lyons, who for nearly three years 
had been keeping the child and caring for it 
on his behalf.

“A Nation of Shopkeepers’’ 


Ever since the days of Palmerston the 
foreign policy of Great Britain has been 
the despair of foreigners—of her friends 
and of her foes alike. lt Las seemed to 
be a ‘hotch-yotch of,idealism and self 
interest, without any definite principle 
behind it, formulated, when it has been 
formulated at all, by accident rather 
than by design, and calculated to give the 
greatest amount of offence to the greatest 
number of people, without giving real 
satisfaction to anybody. Yet this queer, 
haphazard system always has managed 
to work, Britain has entered many wars, 
or, perhaps, one ought to say that she has 
stumbled into them. She never has been 
prepared, as other nations have beer pre 
pared. She invariably has found her. 
self involved against her will, and her 
people always have been in a condition of 
bewilderment when the first shot has been 
fired. Yet on every occasion Britain has 
emerged victorious from the conflict, how- 
ever much the tide of war has seemed to 
flow against her at the start. As some- 
body once said, she has lost every battle 
except the last; and, after all, it is the 
last battle that matters. In 1914 most

He decided to throw 
Italy’s armed forces athwart Britain's 
main sea route to the East, and to that 
end he took possession of the Balearic 
Islands, off the coast of Catalonia. He 
sent large numbers of Italian troops to 
the Peninsula, ostensibly to help General 
Franco, but, in fact, to consolidate Italy’s 
position in the Western Mediterranean— 
always with the idea at the back of his 
head that British interests would suffer, 
and that the British Government would 
not dare to try to protect them. Up toa 
certain point his psychology was accurate ; 
beyond that point it was pitifully. at fault. 
Onder Mr. Stanley Baldwin the British 
acted with almost incredible complacency 
—until they realised what was happening. 
Then they began to act, and to act quickly. 
They reversed at one stroke their 
entire policy in respect of armaments. 
They decided to spend no less than 
£1,500,000,000 on the re-establishment of 
their defences ; and, although they under- 
went a domestic crisis of the utmost gravity 
last December, they never faltered in their 
new determination. They are not ready 
yet ; but they no longer are defenceless. In 
another year they will be the most power- 
ful nation on earth. 

One can detect a new note of confidence 
and authority in Mr. Eden’s speech in the 
House of Commons yesterday, Mr. Neville 
Chamberlain may not be a great states 
man, but he does know his own mind; 
and the Foreign Secretary’s speech con 
veyed a definite warning~-albeit couched 
in the friendliest termms—to all those who 
may be seeking to take advantage of 
British complacency to further their own 
interests. Mr. Eden told the House that, 
if his plan for the continuation of non- 
intervention in Spain should fail, Europe 
would be brought perilously near to war. 
Britain would have no responsibility for 
such a calamity; but there were certain 
points that Mr, Eden made perfectly 
clear. Britain would continue to protect 
her interests in the Mediterranean, as well 
as everywhere else She was determined 
to defend her rights, but had no intention 
to challenge the rights of others. She 
would maintain her position in the Medi 
terranean, which the Minister described 
as Britain’s arteria] route; but she would

was like, in the nineteen thirties, when. it 
was not lined with advertisement hoard. 
ings, and how an Irish cottage on a 
mountain side appeared, before the nation 
was housed in concrete boxes. 


Drifting Men 


In England sociologists find cause for 
regret in the fact that the working popula- 
tion tends to be less mobile than it was 
in the past. Workers prefer to remain in 
the districts in which they once worked 
‘rather than face the unknown elsewhere, 
and they linger hopelessly in ‘‘ distressed 
areas ” under conditions which would have 
driven their ancestors across oceans in 
search of new hope through work: Some 
investigators ascribe this immobility to 
the ‘‘ dole,'” which is something entirely 
different from the unemployment insur- 
ance for which the workers have paid, 
because an idle ease may be had for the 
asking. In the United States, where there 
was neither insurance nor “ dole,’’ instead 
of immobility the unemployed workers 
have become much too mobile, and have 
taken to the roads in their thousands. 
Those who happily possessed a motor car 
hitched a trailer caravan and set out gaily 
in search of the livelihood denied to them 


not interfere with the interests of any 
peoples that dwelt along its shores. It was 
a major British interest that no Power 


of the Red Sea, and here, again, British 
interests would be protected. Having said 
this much, however, Mr. Eden gave what 
he termed ‘‘ a very categorical assurance ''— 
namely, that Britain would not pursue a 
policy of aggression. or of revenge against 
anybody. The word ‘‘ vendetta,’’ he said 
had no equivalent in the English language. 
Such straight speaking can do nothing but 
good in the long run. If the civil war in 
Spain should extend to the rest of the 
Continent, the chief culprit undoubtedly 
would be Signor Mussolini, who seeks to 
impose on the Spanish people the form of 
government which, in his opinion, would 
be most suitable for them. Mr. Eden told 
him fairly definitely that, even if General 
Franco should win with foreign aid, no 
such victory could be final in Spain. The 
Spanish people must be the ultimate 
arbiters of their own destinies. For that 
reason non-iutervention is the only sane 
policy; if Signor Mussolini and Herr 
Hitler think otherwise, they will be the 
sufferers in the Jong run. 


England on Canvas 


Holiday-makers whose travels take them 
through London are enjoying an artistic 
treat this summer.

Although the art 
of painting is not one in which England 
has excelled—she has nothing to compare 
withy the great Continental schools; it is 
in letters that her artistic genius finds best 
expression—she gave the world in Con- 
stable one artist of the first rank. If we 
consider him as an innovator in craft who 
yet was no rebel against classical taste, 
he is noteworthy, and if we assess him by 
his influence on later men, he must be 
recognised as a maker of artistic history ;

his mark. 
brush that he is 
sensitive to the charm of his country, its 
fields and trees, and, still more, its varied 
island weather ; and he perpetuated these 
as he saw them, casting from canvas the 
spell that had fallen on him from the air. 
Turner in later days might be more daring, 
might take surprising liberties and paint 
sunsets with a squirt, as the American 
critic said, so that the careful detail of a 
Constable might staid, if not 
commonplace ; but this judgment is super- 
ficial. Turner gets his intoxicating effect 
at a glance. Constable quietly pleases 
and continues to please, with a growing 
satisfaction.

should establish itself on the eastern shores has been studying the subject in an effort 


to forecast the effects of scientific dis- 
coveries in industry during the next 
twenty years warns the Government that, 
if the caravan becomes a permanent type 
of residence, it may lead to smaller 
families and a completely novel series of 
social changes.

Four or five years 
ago the Hoover Government was warned 
by another Investigating Commission that 
administrative and social adjustments had 
failed to follow the mechanisation of 
industry and agriculture; and it is pro- 
bably as a result of this failure that the 
United States to-day has a nomad popula- 
tion probably greater than that of Arab 
States.

Strategy 


There is a young bride in America whose 
attitude towards her mother-in-law is so 
uncompromising that she breaks out in 
boils whenever the mother-in-law comes 
to stay. The process is automatic. The 
mother-in-law enters the love nest; and a 
boil appears, hurriedly, wpon the back of 
the bride’s neck. As the week-end wears 
on more and better boils appear to plague 
the little wife; but then on Monday the 
mother-in-law leaves for home, and all 
trace and threat of boils go with her. It 
is a fine method. Apart from those who 
resort to force, young brides are inclined 
to take a wrorz line with the mothers of 
their husbands. They leave the house in 
the very beginning, and allow the enemy 
to pry into the most secret corners.of the 
home without molestation. A brief, but 
thorough, examination proves to the 
enemy that things were just as bad as she 
always had imagined. Or else the bride 
will stick it out, and stomach comments of 
a uniformly disparaging nature upon such 
intimate possessions as the patent sink, 
the pale blue vacuum cleaner, and the 
cook. The first course provokes much un- 
easy speculation in the mind of the wife; 
the second leads only to the mat, with no 
kind of verbal brutality barred. How 
far more subtle—and more effective—to 
break out in boils.

but no trace of any kind has been found. 
It is nine years since Miss Earheart struck 
fame and fortune by a flight across 1 
Atlantic with a co-pilot, Captain Wilmer 
Stultz. One bitterly cold morning 
June, 1928, Miss Earheart stepped into 
her Fokker monoplane in Newfoundland 
and just twenty hours later landed in 
Ireland, with only petrol enough to last 
for a few more minutes. Thus she was 
the first woman to fly the Atlantic. Since 
then Miss Earheart had achieved success 
after success, and her disappearance will 
be deeply mourned in the world of avia- 
tion, particularly in the United States:

The Prime Minister recalled his state 
ment to the fifth plenary session of the 
Central Executive Committee in 1935— 
namely: “ While there is the slightest 
hope for peace we wili not abandon it; so 
long as we have not reached the limit of 
endurance we will not talk lightly of 
sacrifice.”’ 

Everything had shown beyond cavil, he 
continued, China's anxiety to maintain 
peace, but, although they were a weak 
country “ if, unfortunately, we should 
have reached the last limit, then there is 
only one thing to do— that is to throw the 
last ounce of the energy of our nation into 
the struggle for national existence, and 
when that is done neither time nor circum 
stance will permit our stopping midway 
to seek peace.”’ 


THE ALTERNATIVE 


To seek peace after the war had once 
begun would only mean that the terms 
would’ be the subjugation of the nation 
and the complete annihilation of the race.

LORD CRANBORNE’S REPLY 


Viscount Cranborne (Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs), replying to the 
debate, said that it would be true to say 
that neither the Japanese Government nor 
the Chinese Government wished to resort 
to war, but there was an immense danger. 
He could assure Dr. Dalton that the 
Government intended to move along with 
the United States. They had been in

With regard to the guns in the 
neighbourhood of Gibraltar, he said that 
he hoped the House would not get into 
such a state of mind as to see in every 
precaution taken by General Franco a 
menace to themselves.

At the commencement of to-day’s session 
of the annual meeting of the Representative 
Body of the British Medical Association a 
resolution was proposed by Dr. W. Lyle, 
Belfast, asking the Council to consider the 
present regulations in Northern Ireland re- 
garding the services of dispensary medical 
officers, especially in regard to the certifica- 
tion of mental patients. The motion also 
asked for consideration of remuneration for 
assistance in difficult maternity cases. 

“I have been held up by a loaded rifle 
presented at me by a hostile lunatic,” said 
Dr. Lyle, “ and oaks escaped by the exercise 
of a little tact and with a large measure of 
good Juck.” On several occasions, fhe doctor 
continued, he had narrow escapes from 
lunatics who attacked him. Such a state of 
affairs was possible only after the passing 
of the Mental Treatment Act in Northern 
Ireland (1932), under a section of which the 
poor law medical officer was compelled to 
visit the patient at his home. It might 
entail many visits before he could find the 
patient in the house, and oftem meant 
travelling long distances, for which there 
were no expenses. 

Prior to the Act the doctor was allowed 
one or two guineas, and the patient was 
examined in the police barracks, thereby en- 
suring protection for the doctor. In addi- 
tion, the doctor was paid, despite the fact 
that the patient might not be certifiable. 
Now he was paid half a guinea for all his 
trouble and risk only if the person was 
admitted as a rate-aided patient info a public 
mental hospital. 

That, said Dr. Lyle, was entirely contrary 
to public policy, as it was an inducement to 
reckless or unscrupulous doctors to certify 
doubtful cases, and a temptation to take a 
risk, in order to avoid another journey, by 
accepting the statements of relatives of the 
person or of interested parties, with ulterior 
motives for having the patient removed with- 
out actually observing definite symptoms of 
insanity. The consent of the Attorney- 
General was necessary for any action against 
the doctor in such a case. 


SUGGESTED APPEAL 
“Was this Act,” he asked, ‘‘ drafted in 
Stormont or in Purdysburn—the local 
Bedlam?’’ I am of the opinion that this 
section is ultra vires of the Northern Ireland 
Parliament in so far as it is applied to dis- 
pensary doctors in office at the date of the 
passing by the Imperial Parliament of the 
1920 Act which set up the Northern Ireland 
Parliament. This Act contains a clause pro- 
hibiting the latter from passing any Act 
which would prejudice in any way the then 
existing privileges and emoluments of these 
and other civil servants. 1 think an appeal 
should be made to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and, if necessary to a higher tribunal, 
Dealing with the question of midwifery 
fees, Dr. Lyle accused Boards of Guardians 
of being prone to exercise vicarious charity 
at the expense of dispensary doctors. The 
members of one Board in Northern Ireland, 
he said, were until recently of the very best 
kind of men. Individually they were decent, 
honest men, but when they met collectively 
they seemed to leave their decency and 
honesty at home. Unfair and dishonest dis- 
crimination might cause mothers and children 
to lose their lives. Those to blame were the 


y politicians who were for ever whining about 


maternal mortality. 

“Will it be believed?” he asked, ‘‘ that

SLOWLY DETERIORATING 


In 1920 the service was a good and con- 
tented one, but it was not so good now.

THE FAMILY DOCTOR 
Dr. H. M. Stratford, London, moved: 


“ That in view of the widespread and con- 
tinued AT tig RN regarding health, as, for 
example, the forthcoming national campaign 
of the Central Council for Health Education, 
the Council should be asked to take further 
steps to stress the importance of the general 
practitioner’s part in the health services of 
the nation.”’ 

Dr. Stratford said that the public ought to 
be taught that the general practitioner was 
the person to send for at once when there 
was a case of illness, and, if necessary, he 
would send them to the health services. They 
wanted the Council to impress upon the 
Minister for Health that the general practi- 
tioner should be ‘“‘starred”’ in the cam-

INCREASED CAPITAL 


COSTS EFFECT 
MEN fo 
BURDEN OF TAXPAYER 
AND RATEPAYER

At last week’s meeting of the 
_ Executive Committee of the 
Free State Association of Municipal 
Authorities it was reported that the 
Minister for Local Government had 
decided, subject to the approval of 
the Minister for Finance, to make 
substantial additions to the amounts 
now paid to local authorities as free 
grants from the national exchequer 
towards the liquidation of annual 
capital charges on slum clearance 
and re-housing schemes. 


COMMITTEE'S DECISION 


Having considered the Minister's state- 
ment, in conjunction with increasing 
building costs, the Committee decided that 
the addition proposed was but one-third of 
the amount that would be necessary to 
bridge the difference between local 
authorities’ annual outlays and the rents 
which transferred tenants could afford to 
pay. } . 

In the same connection, a leading 
member of the Municipal Authorities’ 
Association—Alderman Corish, T.D.~—in 
last week’s issue of the Labour News, 
made a strong plea for substantial reduc- 
tions in the rates of interest and capital 
redemption charges which local authorities 
have to meet for housing scheme advances 
from the Local Loans Fund. In a series 
of interesting tables, he shows that the 
present rate of capital charges (£6 13s. 4d. 
per cent. on an annuity basis) involves 
substantial annual levies on ratepayers, 
even after allowances have been made for 
the Government’s free contribution of two- 
thirds of capital outlays; and he shows 
how such levies might be reduced by the 
reduction of interest charges. 


NATIONAL AND LOCAL 
EXCHEQUERS 


Having especial regard to recent, and 
prospective, increases in building costs— 
which were discussed in the Jrish Times 
last week—it seems to be desirable that 
the general body of taxpayers and rate- 
payers should be given the opportunity to 
appreciate the present and prospective 
financial relationships which subsist 
between the State, the local authority and 
the rehoused slum tenant. 

In order to eliminate any element of 
confusion between the rates at which the 
Nationa] Exchequer can borrow, and the 
rates which are charged for advances from 
the Local Loans Fund, the following table 
is based on the average rate at which the 
more important local authorities can 
borrow in the open market. — Interest 


charges are accordingly taken at £4 10s 
per £100, or £5 14s. per cent. to include 
capital repayment on an annuity basis. 


DUBLIN .FIGURES 


So that the reader may be in a position 
to’ obtain some approximately accurate 
measure of the gross amounts of taxpayers’ 
and ratepayers’ housing liabilities, the 
‘contents of the table are confined to the 
known needs of Dublin, where at least 
10,000 new dwellings are required to rehouse 
slum tenants. Other hypotheses on which 
the table is founded are definitely conser- 
vative, and may, in the aggregate, present 
a considerable understatement of tax- 
payers’ and ratepayers’ actual liabilities. 


» These hypotheses are:—(1) That slum 


tenants will be removed to cottages whose 
capital costs are approximately one-third 
less than tenement flats of equal capacity ; 
(2) that transferred tenants will be able 
to pay average rents of 5s. weekly for their 
new accommodation ; (3) that the average 
present capital cost of three and four-room 
new dwellings is £500, and (4) that the 
State ‘will contribute two-thirds of that 
amount. 

On the bases of such conservative data, 
let us now compare the total annual out- 
lays on 100 dwellings with their yearly 
rent revenues :—

Thus, for each 100 new dwellings the tax- 
payer will pay £1,900, and the ratepayer 
a further £870—or a total yearly subsidy 
from public funds of £2,770! 


£8,000,000 SUBSIDIES 


As a measure of the magnitude of the 
financial transactions so involved, let us 
now do a sum in simple arithmetic. What 
will it cost the taxpayer and the rate- 
payer—substantially one and the same 
person—to rehouse 10,000 Dublin families, 
if calculated in terms of annual subsidies 
over a period of 30 years? The answer is 
that the loss, as shown above, on 100 dwel- 
lings, multiplied by 30 years, and ex- 
tended. te cover 10,000 dwellings; or 
£2,770 x 100 x 30 = £8,310,000! - 

A somewhat staggering figure! Yet a 
figure which only presents one section of 
the taxpayers’ and ratepayers’ contribu- 
tions to meet -Dublin’s ascertained 
housing needs; and yet a smaller pro- 
portion of what the State and local 
authorities must provide to discharge the 
nation’s yearly housing bills! Why—it 
may now quite fairly asked—present 
citizens with such almost staggering facts 
and figures? Is their presentation in- 
tended to create such a scare as may 
weaken the Government’s determination 
to cut out the cancerous growths of slums 
and disease-laden dwellings? Quite other- | 
wise ! 

Exactly the opposite purpose is in view 
Tt is to suggest the need for—and, if 
possible, to discover—ways and means by 
which the State’s housing efforts may be 
conserved and reinforced. It is to clear 
the way to certain conclusions, which may 
be reached either from the disastrous con- 
seg of financial deadlock, or trom 
intelligent anticipation of such adverse in-

The appellant was Mr. Samuel Gallagher, 
of Monglass, Bogay, County Donegal, dairy 
farmer, who, with a number of other dairy 
farmers in County Donegal. had been fined 
1s., with £1 costs, for selling milk by retail 
in the City of Londonderry without having

THE JUDGMENT 


Lord Atkin, giving judgment in support 
of his opinion that the appeal should be dis- 
missed with costs, said that the appeal to 
the Appeal Court of Northern Ireland was 
brought ander Section 50 of the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920, and was brought in this 
House by leave of their lordships.

Of that £10.000,000 in subsidics 
approximately 2£3,000,000 would, under 
the existing law and procedure, be con. 
tributed by Dublin ratepayers. Towards 
relief of that burden the Minister for 
Local Government now proposes that tho 
State should contribute an additional 
subsidy of about £1,000,000; and the 
Association of Municipal Authorities 
reply that his offer should be to provide 
threo times that amount! On the basis 
of such further concessions Dublin and 


implement the Government’s housing 
policy. Otherwise, by clear implication. 
ratepayers will rise in revolt against the 
imposition of unbearable financial 
burdens! 


A BOTTOMLESS PURSE? 

Meanwhile, other parties to the transac 
tion, as well as the local ratepayer, are 
to reap the benefits of new charges on 
the taxpayer. Rehoused tenants are to 
enjoy the permanent advantages of 
nominal rents regardless of their abilitivs 
to contribute towards the cost of their 
acquired benefits; and the building trades 
—men and ~masters—are to reap 
unlimited financial rewards at the general 
taxpayer's expense! Somewhere there is 
a bottomless. purse from which ratepayers 
and tenants, and building operatives and 
contractors, are to raw unlimited 
financial supplies! — In such conditions 
of easy affluence—and only in such con 
ditions—everybody is to be happy ! 

Yet the inevitable day of reckoning is 
as sure as to-morrow’s sunrise. However 
disguised, fresh imposts must fall on the 
taxpayer as the ultimate guarantor. In a 
very few years his guarantee, on the basis 
of present State commitments for housing, 
will call for new levies of not less than 
£1,000,000 yearly; a new impast which 
may quite easily be doubled or trebled if 
the whole *‘ housing problems ” of Saorstat 
Eireann are to be solved in accordance 
with the clamant demands of local repre- 
sentatives and of “ organised labour ’’! 


A DAY OF RECKONING 


How, then, let us ask, may a dangerous 
day of reckoning be avoided? To that 
question the Irish Times has indicated 
certain answers, among which were :—By 
a comprehensive review and reorganisa- 
tion of present methods of housing 
administration ; by persuading the build- 
ing trade—employers and employés—to 
adopt new and more public-spirited con- 
ceptions of their opportunities and 
responsibilities ; by abandoning needlessly 
heavy outlays on the censtruction of tene- 
ment flats ; by stipulating that transferred

TT thir was an attendance of 170 at the 


third annual session of the Social Order 
Summer School in Catholic Sociology, 
held at Clongowes Wood College, Naas, 
during the. week-end...

In the unavoidable absence, owing to 
urgent business, of Mr. P. T. Daly, Secre- 
tary, Dublin Trades Council, Dr. F, O'Reilly, 
K.C.8.G., read a paper on the subject of the 
opening conference—Labour Ideals. | 
Dr, O'Reilly said:—There is the right to 
employment—but our ideal scheme would 
give to each individual some kind of choice 
of employment, so that he would be able to 
contribute his best to the common store of 
civilisation. There must be security of em- 
ployment, and provisions regulating right 
conditions of work. Sick leave, holidays, 
and pensious, as well as Finn for the 
helpless, must also be included. And, perhaps 
most, important, the ideal scheme must pro- 
vide sufficient remuneration at a reasonably 
early age to enable family life to be set ap 
and maintained decently and in frugal 
comfort. 


LABOUR IDEAL SCHEME 


In the political field the labour ideal scheme 
would be opposed to war except in strict 
defence. lt would demand in every sphere 
justice by employers and employed, by the 
Government and by the people. It would 
defend the right to own private property, 1t 
would favour ownership by as Many as pos- 
sible, and it would endeavour to correct the 
evil of undue concentration of wealth in the 
hands of the few. It would maintain that 
industry and commerce existed for the com- 
mon good, and not merely for profit, and 
accordingly, in the interests of the common 
good, and where necessary, it would demand 
that a larger share of profits would be sur- 
rendered, so that desirable social services 
might be extended and improved. The scheme 
would oppose undue gam ng in any field, 
but particularly unsocial speculation in stocks 
and shares, in real estate and in lands. 

This ideal plan derives from the Papal 
Encyclicals. It is not possible of immediate 
attainment, but it is definitely not impossible 
of attainment. As a beginning it is of fun- 
damental importance that we improve our 
system of money and credit, the better to 
make them serve the interests of the common 
good. Then, I think, the personal element 
in industry and commerce might receive 
greater recognition. This does not mean that 
large-scale production is to be dropped, to 
the detriment of the common standard of 
living. Our Holy Father has suggested that 
this end is possible of attainment in the cor- 
pores system. I agree with the Rev. Pro- 
essor Denis O'Keefe, who, in the June issue 
of Ntudies, says that he would not care to 
see a corporative system imposed upon the 
country fiom above by the Government, and 
he donbts. if a bureaucratic corporative 
system would have much chance of success, 
He adds that, a voluntary corporative system 
is much more difficult, just as it is much 
more valuable. 

I think the time is overdue when we should 
have a commission of experts to prepare a 
plan. of implementing in Eire the labour 
ideals enshrined in the. social» teachings of 
the Popes. It should be possible to form 
at least one guild without undue trouble. 
In the teaching profession the employers are 
the Government; the control ia through 
men of good-will—parish priests, the heads of 
colleges—and the employés are in groups 
that are almost models of what trade unions 
should be. Why should not all be brought 
together to found the first corporative guild 
in Ireland? 

Let us be active, said Dr. O'Reilly in con- 
clusion, in studyin this corporative 
organisation recommended by the Pope; let 
us create a gone opinion in favour of the 
setting up of guilds of a voluntary descrip- 
tion; let us work to create a fully Christian 
State, where peace and concord reign; 
where right ambition is fostered; where 
progress benefits all; where natural and 
supernatural rights of the individual remain 
intact, and where human dignity and liberty 
are fully respected. 

ir. M. P. Linehan, Treasurer, Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation, in openin 
the discussion on Dr. O’Reilly’s paper, urge 
that the ideals of the Labour movement drew 
their inspiration from Christianity. He dwelt 
on the necessity for doing something: towards 
bringing into being a gmid in agriculture, as 
being the most depressed of all industries.

A BRONZE AGE GRAVE 


Sand-diggers in a pit at Knappers Farm, 
Kilbowie, Scotland, disclosed a group of 
stones, the tops of which were about 2ft. 
under grass level. 

On freeing the stones from the fine sharp 
sand in which they had been buried it was 
found that they were fairly large, though 
easily portable water-rolled stores. Eleven of 
them had been packed along the arc of a 
circle about 5Sft. in diameter. They thus 
formed a small cairn, of which, however, there 
were no traces on the surface of the field be. 
fore the sand-digging operations began. Em- 
bedded under these stones were found six 
others of the samé character. 

The structure was found to cover a small 
circular pit about five feet in depth. The 
soil which filled this cup-shaped hollow was 
extracted, and. some carbonised wood was 
found in it, The dry sandy soil has apparently 
not permitted any bones to survive. A care- 
fully made scrafiing tool of white aiid’ green 
quartz with crescentic faceted edge was found 
m the grave. 

Quite similar sites have been foun? in the

Swedish Trade 


Hambros Bank report from Stockholm con- 
tains the following details of Swedish timber, 
pulp and paper trade :— Timbee—At the end 
of the first half-year Swedish shippers had 
sold about 690, standards of. timber. 
These good results had already been practi- 
cally achievéd by the end of the first: quarter,’ 
says Svensk T'ravarutidning. New sales have 
been scarce lately. British buyers have only 
supplemented by minor purchases the cargoes 
of the ships chartered, and some German 
buyers have made contracts in respect of 
which there is uncertainty whether. currency 
licences can be obtained. Pulp—In previous 
market reports (says Svensk lVappermassetid- 
ning) it has been pointed out that one result 
of the large extent to which the 1938 pro- 
duction has already been sold is that any 
further sales for next year must be limited 
in quantity. The 1937 output is practically 
all sold, and 1939 is still too far away for 
much business to be done yet. The usual 
summer quietness, should it begin now, is 
thus a natural result of the sale situation. 
The market is as firm as ever and prices are 
hardening. The demand for wet mechanical 
pulp for delivery this year is very brisk and 
gives the impression of an actual scarcity of 
pulp, although the northern mechanical mills 
are now working at full capacity. The water 
supply in Northern Norway and in certain 
parts of Sweden and Finland is a factor of 
uncertainty, the spring floods having been 
unusually small. Paper—The export market 
for paper is now beginning to show signs of 
the usual summer quietness, but en the 
whole the position is still very firm and the 
demand satisfactory for the time of the year, 
says Svensk Pappermassetidning, In Great 
Britain and America, in particular, consump- 
tion 18 good, increasing rather than the con- 
trary. The present acute shortage of pulp 
is said to have caused some mills in the im- 
aga countries to cut down their produc- 
tion, but this will hardly have any pro- 
nounced effect on the market.

DRUGS AND WHISKEY

that he was becoming violent. She asked 
that she should be given some sedative drug 
to soothe him, and the doctor gave her tablets 
of hyocsin, each containing 1-200th of a grain 
of the drug. 

In sixty-seven days from November, 1956, 
to January, 1937, the prosecution calculated 
that Mr. Skelton had no fewer than 3561 of 
these tablets administered to him, In addition, 
he was consuming two bottles of whiskey a 
day.
